PARIS, March 22.—Interest in the Pan- 
ama trial has waned considerably during 
the week, and the assize court, before 
which the defendants are being tried, has 
not been as crowded during the latter days 
of the trials as it was on the opening days. 
For three or four dnys past counsel for the 
defendants have argued in defense of their 
respective clients, and yesterday M. De- 
mange, who appeared for Antonin Proust, 
presented bis reasons why Proust should 
not be convicted under the indictment for 
corruption in conncction with the Panama 
affairs found against him. 


Upon the conclussion of M. Demango's 
address the cases were given to the jury. 


After a comparatively short absence the 
Jury returned to tlie court room and an- 
nounced that Charles de Lesseps, accused 
of corrupting ex-Minister of Public Works 
Baihaut. to support the Panama lottery 
bonds bill, had been found guilty, that M. 
Baihaut who had confessed his guilt in 
open court, bad also been found guilty, and 
that M. Blondin, the gobotweeu in the 
bribery of M. Baihaut, was also guilty. 
The other defendants were declared not 
guilty. 
These were Marius Fontaine, 
Panama canal director; M. Sans Leroy, ex- 
deputy, who was accused of changing hia 
vote iu committee on the Panama bill as 
the result of bribery; Senator Beral, ac- 
cused of being bribed by Baron do Reinach, 
and Deputies Dugue, de la Fauconuerie, 
Gobron and Antonin Proust, who were 
accused of corruption. 


The court seutenced M. Baihaut to im- 
prisonment for five years, to pay a fine of 
750,000 francés and to the loss of civil 
rights for five years, M. Blondin was 
sentenced to imprisonment for two years 
and Charles de Lesseps to Imprisonment 
for one year, the one year to run concur- 
rently with the five years' sentence already 
imposed on him. The sentences of Charles 
de Lesseps and Blondin were made com- 
paratively light on the ground of extenu 
ating circumstances in their cases. 


The court also ordered M, do Lesseps, M, 
Blondin and M. Baihaut to pay to M. 
Monchicourt, liquidator of the Panama 
Canal company, 375,UOi) francs, the amount 
taken from the treasury of the company, 
and paid 10 M. Baihaut for his infiuence in 
favor of the lottery loan bill. 


When Charles de Lesseps rose to reaffirm 
his innocence he spoke with difiiculty, and 
occasionally he stood almost a minute to 
compose his feelings. He told the jury 
with apparent earnestness that ho had al- 
ways tried to do his duty as a director of 
the company, and that where he had erred 
in judgment be had at the time supposed 
that he was acting for the best interests of 
the canal and the state. 
lie repeated 
briefly his charges of extortion against M. 
Baihaut, and alluded with genuine emo- 
tion to the troubles which had overtaken 
his father. In his testimony he had told 
the truth, and his conscience was clear of 
self reproach^

ficially coonected with the common si hool 
system from becoming agent for the hale 
of school books, maps or other stationery 
The following passed second reading; 
tending tho powers of bhipbuilding corpi> 
rations; repwUing the act providing for the 
rcijuiaiion of fuel companies andgiviUj^ 
them the power of eminent domain, re- 
quiring patent raediciuo formulas to bo 
printed in English. In the hou^o the anti- 
Pinkertun bill pa^ised llnally, the;© tieinji 
only four votes against it. It provides that 
in the appointment of deputies, inar.ihala 
or poiiceiuen only citizemtof the state shall 
be empluyed. Violation»^ may be puui&hcd 
by ix»uu lino or one ye^ir's imprisonmeut.

"T'NCLE SAM bas protected 
the 
civilized tribes of tbo Indian 
^ 
Territory lon^rer than he cTer 
did auv other Indian landhold- 
ers—very much longer than any 
one 
thirty years aero ever thouccht ho would. 
Their area has been pared down on every 
side, wherever an excuse could bo made 
by loose or broad, strict or latitudinarian 
construction of laws and treaties, 
and 
still the five Nations owns some 
20,- 
000,000 acres of laud, or about 
30,000 
square miles. 


And there are certainly not more than 
65,000 to hold it, including people oi 
all colors. 
Just how ¡many of the G5,- 
000 are full-blonded Indians it would bo 
hard to say. 
The traveler alon^ 
the 
main roads get the impression that they 
are not as one in ten, even in a district 
•where they have a majority. 


Big coaUmining companies, big cattlc 
companies and big '»citizens'' of tho 
Nations who have been able to fence in 
larc;e tracts practically own more than 
half of it. 
And most of these **citi. 
zens" are white, or nearly so, for all the 
Nations, the Cherokees especially, have 
been absorbing white blood ever since 
they were discovered. 
Of 
late 
years 
hundreds or thousands of enterpriifing 
young men from the adjacent 
States* 
have married Indian girls to get '«head 
rights" in some Nation and a chance at 
the land. 
In tho Chicksaw Nation these 
people are known by the flat title of 
"squaw men," but the other Nations, 
more civilized, call them "adopted citi- 
zens." 
These and the deicendents of 
men like these make up the majority of 
the citizens of the live Nations, 


But among the Cherokees there is a 
far more honorable 
white 
ancestry. 
White missionaries settled in the tribe 
early in the Eighteenth Century, and 
•white children taken in war were adop- 
ted. When the Revolutionary W ar closed 
the best class of the Tories in the Caro- 
linas gathered up their movables, crossed 
the mountains and located amonsr the 
w* 


Cherokees in upper Georgia. 
Hence the 
l)revalence of Scotch names in that tribe. 


One reads of Indian Legislatures, and 
when he reaches Tahlequali or Atoka it 
gives him "qxzite a turn'* to see a man 
as white as Tom Reed wielding the 
Speaker's gavel. 
John Ross was by far 
the most noted Cherokee of his time. 
He was as white as Abraham Lincoln. 
The present Speaker ot the Cnerokee 
House is AV. D. Clark, a white man with 
no trace of Indian blood, 
dark-eyed, 
chin-whiskered, nervous and business- 
like, with a looiv in his face that says he 
would just 
as lief light as not. He 
pushes the council along in great style. 


All the five Governments are republi- 
can in form, but native titles are re- 
tained. 
Thus, the head of the nation is 
called Principal Chief, his vice is Second 
Chief and tho Legislature consists of a 
House of Kinas and a House of War- 
riors. 
In the legislative records of the 
Cherokees one otten sees the names of 
Black Fox, Pathkiller, Turtle-at-Home, 
Young Wolf, Bark Flute, Big Rattling 
Gourd and Softshell Turtle. 
Among 
(he other Nations it is much the same, 
though English names are rapidly in- 


almost cndles.? pastures. 
In facti tbeso 
land laws receive about as much atten* 
tion as Indian laws generally. 
A Choc* 
taw when ho wants pasture land takes 
what ho pleases« 
Many of tho diizoa 
landholders lease thoir claims to non- 
resident farmers at flfteen cents an acre, 
and theso non-citiKcns raise iine crops ot 
cotton and corn. 
As there are but 14«- 
iî97 Choctaws, and 
they have 16,450 
square miles, they could run along in this 
careless fashion for quite a whilo if white 
mon would let them. 


White men are not in the habit of lot- 
ting a good thing alone. 
There are al- 
ready somo thousands of coal mineri in 
tho Nation, and tho Choctaw Govern- 
ment receives in royalties on coal about 
$110,000 per year. 
The 
Nation 
haï 
many other sources of official income 
and is rich without taxation. 
There is 
a ice of $100 charged for any white man 
who marries a Choctaw girl, but the 
practice now is for the couple to elope 
to Texas,marry there, return and claim 
«'headlights."—New York Advertiser.

Next to tho Cherokees in tribal im- 
portance aro the Choctaws, 
and their 
present chief is Wilson N. Jones, of the 
Ok-la-fa-lay-a clan. 
He 
was born in 
Mississippi, where 
there 
were many 
Choctaws of that clan, 
but 
his 
father 
came to the Territory when the present 
chief was but two years old. Chief Jones 
lives eighteen miles from Caddo. He 
receives a salary of $2000 a year, but 
doesn't need it, for he is a very 
rich 
man. 
Although quite light-colored he 
is very much ot a Choctaw, for bespeaks 
5carcel7 any English. 
Ho made his for- 
tune in trade and cattle raismg. 


Tho two political parties in the Choc- 
taw Nation aro known to each other as 
*'Eagles*' and 
»^Buzzards," aud the 
former, the progressive, 
are now in 
power. 
Although the land in the Choo 
liiw country is good 
enough to make 
whites eager for it, 
the 
great 
object, 
especially witli the railroads and specula- 
tors, is coal. 
There seems to be line coal 
everywhere in the Choctaw country. It 
has been mined there in greater or less 
quantities for cwenty-Jive years. The 
present output is something over 1,000,. 
000 tons annually. The Choctavr mining 
laws allow a citizen who discovers a coal 
deposit to lay claim to it and to the laud 
for one mile about it. 
Tnis claim must 
be recorded with the County Clerk. 


Tiie Nation demands a royalty of half 
a cent per bushel on all coal mined, uud 
the owner of the land gets another roy- 
alty, so there is mucli strife about titles, 
and an awiul amount of perjury. 


The word »'Otfvner" is used lor con- 
venience, as it is no easy thing to get 
any kind of title. 
By tho laws of all 
the Nations any man can use whatever 
land he fences in, provided he leaves a 
certain amount of vacant land between 
him and the next occupant. 
But this 
last proviso is so generally disregarded 
that there is great confusion. 


Tho Choctaw pasture hws allow the 
fencing by each citizan of one square 
mile of laud, requiring that roadway be 
left between all pastures. 
Tho citizens 
frequently interpret the law to mean one 
i^uare mile of land for each member of a 
Umilji and the result is found in somo

In the collision that followed,the bug- 
gy was completely wrecked, the horse 
was killed, and the two priests were 
thrown to the aide of tbe track. Both 
of them were hurt, but fortunately, 
not very seriously, as far as could be 
ascertained. They suffered same pain 
about the chest and back, but as they 
were able, with assistance, to stand 
and walk a little, it was thought that 
this was only the effect of the shock 
and some comparatively slight bruis- 
es. They were driven in a carriage to 
the residence of Mr. Hugh Coyle, on 
Crease's Lane, Roxborougb. The es- 
cape of the revtarend gentlemen is con- 
sidered most remarkable, as the train 
was going at high speed,and the wag 
on was almost uirecly iu the path of 
tbe engine.

For the past week general interest 
has been manifested in connection 
with the murder of Emanuel Monn, 
as given in our last issue. 
Rumors 
were afloat as to Heist's whereabouts 
and detectives were pursuing him. 


On i$aturday morning Sheriff Ston- 
er was called into his office to meet 
several visitors, Henry Heist and Mr. 
Harvey Scott, tbe latter having bro't 
Heist in from bis father's place, in 
whose barn be slept tbe night before. 
Heist delivered himself to the Sheriff 
and asked Mr. Scott to send Mr. 
Neely to see him. 


Heist was placed in the granite cell 
in tbe jail awaiting his trial. 


In an interview, Heist, who is 
about 28 years of age, a tall, muscu- 
1 tr man, declared himself innocent of 
the crime, placing the burden there- 
of upon several parties who sold cider 
and wine in the neighborhood. He 
said that "the boy,'' referring to 
Monn, was fond of cider and wine aud 
would get under the influence when- 
ever be could. 


Heist said Monn left on a Thurs- 
day, the day of Bonebrake's sale, say- 
ing be was going to Gettysburg to 
buy a coat and vest, aud would be 
away two weeks. On Friday, Heist 
gays, he and his niece, Miss Susie 
McCleaf, left for Monn's father's, and 
returned tbe following Wednesday, 
He said that he first heard of Monn's 
death on Sunday evening on Monday 
morning week, and remained in the 
neit'bborhood. 


Finding bimaelf suspected and of- 
ficers on his track, he says be deter- 
mined to come to Gettysburg and 
give himself up. 
This conclusion he 
reached on Tuesday last, and worked 
his way toward town, declaring that 
he would not be arrested by Officer 
Rock.

No such marvelous dis- 
play of piscatorial research, culture and 
utility has ever before been attempted • 


Perhaps greatest of all the divisions in 
this comprehensive exhibit will bo the 
development 
of commercial 
fisheries. 
From the earliest times the utility ot the 
product of the deep to the 
purposes of 
man has bred a continuous race of iishcr- 
men. 
Not alone are food fishes the ob- 
jects of the keenest Fenrch. 
Ten thou- 
sand are the uses of iish and fish prod- 
ucts. 
The most delicate perfumes on 
any lady's dressinji case are evolved from 
iish products. 
Creatures of the briny 
deep are born and die to furnish some of 
the rarest p;era3 that encircle her snowy 
throat. 
Sea monsters are dissectcd for 
oils, bony products, or the sable covering 
that furnishes winter attire for the 
rich 
aud fashionable. 
The commercial value 
of the annual product of the fisheries is 
almost fabulous, and 
there are 
entire 
communities in various quarters of the 
globe that have no other mode of sub- 
sistence. 


Another great division of the general 
fish exhibit will relate to food fishes and 
their culture. 
Steadily, year 
by year, 
the use of fish as an article of 
human 
food has kept 
pace with 
increasing 
knowledge of its value. 
There are wide 
ranfjesof coast territory where the natives 
subsist entirely on fish or fish products, 
and there is not a quarter of the globe, 
civilized or otherwise, where fish do not 
form a portion of the dietary habit. The 
demand for certain species of food fishes 
had led to the modern 
science of fish 
culture. 
Where commerce, in its greed, 
is depopulating the waters of ocean, lake 
or stream, science steps in and restocks 
the waters with every variety of the finny 
tribe that is desired. 
The breeding of 
fish has its economic as well as ficicntific 
side. 
Governments of all the great Na- 
tions early recognized the importance of 
perpetuating Ihis food supply and estab- 
lished fish commissions, which 
make a 
specialty of fish farming. 
In the exhib- 
its of this country alone the whol« theory 
and science of artificial propagation of 
fish will be magnificently illustrated in 
the display to be made 
by the 
United 
States Fjsh 
Commission. 
Aside from 
the Government display, which will in- 
clude propagation in 
both 
marine and 
inland waters, several States will 
show 
their methods of fish culture.. 


To the biologist aud student of natural 
history the fisheries building will pos- 
sess countless charms. 
Here, 
as 
no- 
where else, can be seen actual specimens 
of the myriad forms of subaqueous life. 
According to a recent estimate, 
there 
are more than ten million specics in the 
insect world. 
Professor Forbes, the 
eminent 
biologist, estimates that 
the 
different forms of animal life in the 
ocean are vastly more numerous than in 
either the earth or air kingdom. 
The 
lisheries exhibit at the World's Fair will 
include specimens of every important 
species of marine life that is known to 
science. 
Not only fish themselves, but 
their companions, curious aud beautiful 
forms of hfe that exist fathoms below 
the surface of the ocean, will be shown. 
The aquaria will bo decorated with costly 
and 
I arc marine plants and 
flowers 
brought from their marvelous depths by 
skillful divers. 
Sea 
anemones, 
that 
blossom miles below the tiurfacs of the 
ocean; the coral animal, that 
builds 
islands; the sea liorse, sea robin, toad- 
fish, trunkfish, porpoise, sunfish aud a 
thousand other remarkable marine speci- 
mena will be included iu the exhibit.

their habits, culture aud value to the 
sportsman, will form an instrustivc fea- 
ture of the exhibit. 
The question of un- 
limited fishing for a sport as distinguished 
from commercial fisheries will come up 
in the records of game laws that will be 
full and complete. 


The value of fish and fish products for 
decorative purposes will be one of the 
remarkable features of the exhibit. 
The 
breeding ot purely ornamental fish, such 
as goldfish, will be illustrated. 
The 
decorative uses of shells will be shown in 
exhibits from the pearl and coral fish- 
eries. 
In all the aquaria the decorative 
feature of the exhibit will be especially 
prominent. 
In the tanks where live fish 
will disport themselves the most curious 
and valuable specimens of rock, seaweed, 


ntvigattoB as well as the art of catchinft 
fish. From the canoe of the North Amer- 
ican Indian and his fish spear to the 
hifihly equipped vessel of the coast fish- 
eries the change íü method is not of kind 
but of degree. 


The 
buildings on the World's Fair 
grounds where this comprehenoivo 
ex- 
hibit will he shown constitute a much 
greater area than was evpr before devoted 
to a similar purpose. 
The main exhibit 
of the United States Fish Commission will 
be in Government 
building. 
The fish 
and fisheries building 
proper is 
across 
the north lagoon from the Government 
building and is 3ü5 by 1G5 feet iu area. 
The two annexes forgive b'sh exhibits arc 
connected with 
the main building 
by 
arcades. 
Each annex is circular in form» 
and 135 feet in diameter. 
There is a 
total floor area iu building 
and annexes 
of three acres and a fraction. 
The main 
building will contain 
the general fisher- 
ies exhibit. 
The east annex will contain 
the live fish exhibit of the United States 
Fish Commission aud the west annex the 
angling exhibit, besides the 
exhibits of 
several States and one 
foreign country, 
Brazil. 
The glass fronts of the aquana 
in the cast annex arc 575 feet long and 
have 3000 square feet of surface. 
The 
water capacity of the aquaria is 140,000 
gallons, of which 40,000 gallons will be 
sea water for marine fish. 


In the division of fisheries exhibits at 
the World's Fair eleven foreign coun- 
tries will be represented 
as follows:

The main floor and galleries of tho 
fisheries building will be chiefly devoted 
to commercial lisheries. 
In this part of 
tho building are the exhibits ot ten of 
tho foreign countries, Brazil, as the last 
comer, being crowded into the western 
annex. 
The 
foreign 
countries 
will 
occupy the entire 
west half of 
the 
main building and part of the east sec- 
tion. 
Tho domestic exhibits in the rest 
of the building will consist mainly of 
appliances for the capture of fish, prod- 
ucts, and special exhibits which illus- 
trate the fisheries of certain sectipns or 
States, 
In the western annex Wisconsin 
and Pennsylvania each have aquaria for 
exhibits of live fish. Here also Missouri 
and Ohio will show stuffed specimens, 
piaMtfved ia alcohol» 
The remainder of 


United States, and in 
the 
matter of 
product perhaps the first in the world. 
The Gloucester exhibit is primarily in- 
tended to show the present condition 
aud methods of the oceau flsheries of 
New England. 
It will include models 
of clipper schooners and other vessels, 
besides 
models of wharves, 
packing 
houses and dwellings of fishermen. There 
will be photographic reproductions of 
fishing scenes in the city. 
In this ex- 
hibit will be a life size figure of a man 
on the crosstree ol a fishing ves'iel look- 
ing out for fish and another of a man at 
the wheel. 


The Rhode Island exhibit will illus- 
trate the most important fisheries of that 
State, including those for menhadetrand 
oysters. 
In this exhibit will be shown 
the sea trap used by fishermen in the 
open ocean, 
Tnere will be models of 
famous steamers employed in the Rhode 
Island 
fisheries. 
The Orecion 
exhibit 
will lelate chiefly to the salmon fisUerieH 
of^that State, with illustrations ot the 
methods employed. One exhibitor, who 
calls himself 
Whale Oil Giis." will il- 
lústrate the methods of whale 
fisheries, 
with special reference to the use of am- 
bergris for perfumery. 


The monster aquaria of the United 
States Fish Commission, in the east an- 
nex, will undoubtedly contain the great-, 
est display of live fish ever attempted. 
The aquaria are arranged 
in 
eccentric 
circles. 
In the centre will be a highly 
ornamental 
aquarium, 
containing tho 
rarest specimens of rock, marine vegeta- 
tion and ornamental 
fish. 
Outside of 
this centrepiece there is an inner circle 
of tanks. 
In these will be nuissed most 
of the finny specimens that 
aro 
large 
and imposing. The outer circle will con- 
tain thu largest number of tanks. 
In 
this outer circle will be shown 
most 
of 
the 
food 
fish, 
such 
as 
cod, 
shad, flounders, blue fish, maclcerel, sea 
bass, smelts, lobster, shell fish and scores 
of other marine varieties. 
Of the food 
fishes from iulnnd waters there will bo 
shown cat fish, sturgeon, shovel fish, 
big gars, dog fish, trout, varieties of 
white fish, lake herring, buffalo fish, 
pike, pike perch, varieties of bass, sun 
fish, 
iheepshead, carp and 
scores of 
others. In one tank will be shown every 
known variety of small fish, including 
minnows. 
Tüe whole salmon 
family 
will bo separately? dealt with. 
Tüere 
will be a separate set of tanks for inland 
fish that are indigenous to the Atlantic 
slope east of the AUeghanles. 


The water for all tue tanks will be re- 
peatedly filtered until transparent, aud 
its temperature will be regulated ac- 
cording to the natural habits of the fish. 
Most of the marine tanks will have a 
temperature of sixty degrees, while the 
fresh water fish will live in water at its 
natural temperature. 
The marine fish 
will be in three principal classes—food 
fish, beauties and monsters. 
There will 
be about 175 species of fresh water fish 
in the aquaria, not less than 130 speci- 
mens being indigenous to Illinois waters. 


Crossing the lagoon to the Govern- 
ment building the visitor will see the 
main exhibit of tho United States Fish 
Commifcsion. 
About one-sixth of the 
area in the National building is devoted 
to the fisheries exhibit. 


Tho science of fish farming will bo 
more elaborately illustrated in the Gov- 
ernment's exhibit than in any other. 
Spawn in all stages of development will 
be shown. As Uncle Sam is the greatest 
fish hatcher in the world, this portion 
of the exhibit will be highly interesting. 
At a single station ou the Massachusetts 
coast last year tho Government hatched 
55,000,000 codfish and 20,000,000 lob- 
sters. Great work is now being done on 
tho Pacific coast, and a model of the Al- 
batross, 
the Government's 
principal 
fishing steamer, will be shown in the 
World's Fair exhibit. 
The Government 
also has fishing stations and hatcheries 
in twenty-two 
different States, prin- 
cipally m the Weit. 
Many of the most 
valuable models to be shown at the 
World's Fair will be brought here from 
the National Museum^

Snow Shoe Exercise b j 
ttoldl«n. 


There are now being made in ccrtaia 
rorps of the German Army some very 
interrsting ;>xperimcnt« relative to the 
introduction of snow shoes, to permit of 
msrchiug and service on a campaign iv 
the severest weather. 


The snow shoes used by tho Germatk 
xoldiers «re the same as those that have 
been employnd for centuries in the coun- 
tries of the north of Europe—Norway* 
Lapland, etc. 
They consist, as may be 
seen from our engraving, of a thin strip 
of wood about a yard in length, a little 
wider than the foot, turned under and 
curved at the extremity and shod with 
iron. 
Every one uses them in Norway, 
aud the results obtained arc trulj won- 
derful. 
During the deepest snows the 
rural postman owes to them the possibil- 
ity of continuing his service, not only 
without delay, but with amaxing rapid- 
ity. 
The hunters of the country, pro- 
vided with snow shoes, pursue the hare 
and dispatch it with a single blow of 
the cane. 
The Norwesian soldiers, it 
ia unnecessary to say, could not rcmam 
strangers to this National sport. 
So, 
since the middle of the Isst century,there 
has existed in their country companies 
of light infantry broken in to marchinjr 
ou snow shoes and capable of rendering 
the greatest services in case i/f a winter 
campaign. At present all the Norwegian 
corps of 
infantry 
annually 
perform 
maneuvers upon the snow with the aid 
of these shoes, and, iu 
their canion- 
ments, even get up racing matches on 
snow shoes. 


The foot soldiers of the Dutch Array 
are exercised in the same way upon this 
Iro/.en canals that abound in tueir coun- 
try.

Finally, in the Hussiau Army, certain 
corps (the sharpshooters of the Imperial 
family and the Finnish sharpshooters) 
ire provided with analogous snow shoes. 


Not wishiui^to remain in a state of in- 
feriority in this regard, in face of his 
Qcighbors, the Emperor of Germany has 
bad snow shoes tried in tho Eighty- 
second regiment of Infantry, stationed 
ic Goslar, upon the confines of Hanover 
iud Brunswick. 


A model platoon, composed of non- 
jommissioncd officers under the direction 
of an ollicer, has been trained in the use 
uf tho snow shoe, and thus shod, has 
executed long marches in the mountains 
near the city, and all the imitations of 
battle possible.
